For 
this a spare, sunny plot in the garden 
is not grudged, in which the minute 
seeds are well raked in, and that is 
wanted. Of late years a double-flowered 
form of the Shirleys has been achieved 
by the florists, who, while gaining much, 
have lost something in the doubling, and 
we think the elegant single flowers of 
the original are not to be improved on. 
Of other Poppies for present sowing and 
next season’s early flowering we have the 
showy umbrossum in scarlet and black, 
and Dannebrog, the latter with the 
Danish colours, scarlet petals with a 
white blotch, all worth having; but the 
Shirleys are ‘indispensable.

TCHEHOV PLAY AT 
GATE THEATRE. 


“ THE CHERRY ORCHARD.” 


Mme. Ranevsky 
Lopahin 
Trofimov 


HEN the final curtain fel] on ‘‘ ‘The 
WV Cherry Orchard ” last night Miss 
Sara Allgood was repeatedly cheered 


and applauded in recognition of her return to 
Ireland after some years’ absence. She has 
taken a short contract with the Gate Theatre 
Company, and will play for the first six 
weeks of their present season, which has 
just begun. 

The play itself is a most difficult one in 
every sense, and it is an indication of con- 
siderable courage on the part of the company 
that they chose it for their opening produc- 
tion. Although the drama was first acted as 
far back as 1904, Tchehov’s stage technique 
is still unfamiliar to us, and it is necessary 
to leave a good many of one’s preconceived 
ideas behind when one goes to see it. 

Pessimism, as in everything that Tchehov 
wrote, is the prevailing note of this 
‘‘eomedy,’’ which is really a study of the 
old Russian aristocracy in the final stages of 
its devay. “The Cherry Orchard ” and the 
family house aro symbols of the old régime 
and the play ends with the sound of axes 
among the trees which are being cut down 
to make way for villas. 

The dramatist is not concerned, however, 
with pity at the passing of the old order: 
his purpose is to show why that type of 
person could no longer hold its place in life. 
There is an air of hopeless inefficiency among 
all the characters; they give gol! coins to 
beggars when their servants have not enough 
to eat; they mislay their belongings; they 
seem to be altogether shiftless. ' 


THE TYPICAI, EXCEPTION, 


It is typical of the dramatist’s treatment 
that the only one among them who has sense 
enough to see how things are is a student 
who cannot even pass his college courses. 
Lopzh:n, the parvenu sees the realities of life 
better than they do; he buys up their cherry 
orchard and all that it stood for. 

More subtle is the way in which their abso- 
lute selfishness is presented. They take no 
in .rest in the conversation of their neigh- 
bours, but insist on talking about their own 
affairs. This, it may be noted, is responsible 
for a great deal of the apparent inconse- 
mess in the dialogue. The only unselfish 
character in the whole play is Firs, the old 
valet, ard they leave him behind, forgotten, 
in the empty house. 

Sara Allgood, of course, acted finely in the 
pert of Madame Ranevsky, though the part 
ardly suited her as wel! as some others in 
which she has been seen. Hilton Edwards 
was, perhaps, a trifle too uncouth as Lopahin, 
the merchant, but Micheal Mac Liammoir 
had a part that suited him perfectly, and he 
played it really well. The other members of 
the cast were satisfactory.

RONALD COLMAN AS CRIMINAL 
WITH HEART OF GOLD. 


By OUR CINEMA CORRESPONDENT. 


Ronald Colman remains one .of, the most 
attractive of the film stdrs, in spite of being 
‘the screen’s most perfect lover,” and even 
in spite of wearing the kind of moustache 
that one can ouly class as effeminate. His 
character has a good deal in common with 
that of Douglas Fairbanks, but Fairbanks 
has always been a showman, while Colman 
has a naiural, unaffected air about him that 
is one of the chief reasons for his success. 

On the screen he is a very engaging fellow. 
Nothing seems to ruffle his gentlemanly 
demeanour; he passes in and out of '' hot 
water ' with a happy air of taking life just 
as it comes, and he makes love with the same 
insouciance that he brings to bear on the 
most hair-raising situations. 

The key to his character (or at least to his 
film-character) is that he takes nothing 
sériously, and the producers of “ The 
Unholy Garden,’’ showing this week at the 
Metropole, have ag ee this point very well 
by refusing to take the story very seriously. 
The villains, it is true, are as ruffianly as 
any film “fan” could desire, but they are 
treated in a vein that is much nearer to 
comedy than to melodrama, One somehow 
feels that they are really quite agreeable 
fellows in their own way ; it is not their fault 
that they live in a sort of nightmare atmo- 
sphere where shooting and robbery are taken 
as a matter of course. 

Colman is a fugitive from justice, having 
robbed a bank, and finally makes his way to 
Orage, a city of refuge in the middle of the 
Sahara Desert. Here he puts up at the 
Palais Royal Inn, a tumbledown residence, 
whose guests include murderers. swindlers, 
and a sinister doctor who has been in the 
hahit of poisoning his wives. 

As it happens, his entrance coincides with 
a plan for extracting large sums of money 
from the eccentric Baron de Jonghe, the 
owner of the ''inn,” who is suspected of 
keeping an enormous amount of ill-gotten gold 
secreted in his room. As the Baron is blind, 
most of those present are in favour of direct 
action, but this plan is abandoned after one 
of the gang has gone up to the room on a 
reliminary expedition, and has received a 
ullet in the arm: As the discomfited man 
remarks, ** he shoots no matter how sociable 
you are | 

As might well be imagined, this is just the 
kind of life that suits Ronald. He-wins the 
confidence of the old man by pretending to 
defend him against the attacks of the others, 
and guarantees to them that by making love 
to the daughter he will be able to find out 
where all the money is concealed. Later on 
he plays off one member of the gang against 
the others by taking each in turn into bis 
confidence, and drawing their attention. to 
the fact that “‘ the fewer the guys, the bigger 
the split.” All goes well until he really falls 
in love with the daughter. 

From a serious point of view, the film has 
no claim to be cons: ered an outstanding one, 
but, merely as entertainment it is first-class 

Colman as a crimina) is an unusual réle for 
him, but the producer has taken care to 
emphasise. that he is a criminal with a heart 
of gold. Fay Wray is charming as the un- 
sophisticated Camille, and the other members 
of the cast are well chosen. The picture is 
a United Artists production, and so directed 
that ‘the action does not flag for a moment. 
A great many harsh things have been said 
of Hollywood, but it must be admitted that 
their producers do know how to toll a story.

T.D., at a Cumann na nGaedheal meeting in 
Lengford to-day. 

- course, Faded that the Government's 
answer to all this is that they have jet a 
mandate for what they are doing.” 

The President had said, he continued, tha: 
no sensible person could imagine that the 
removal of the oath and the retentiun of 
the annuities and other payments to England 
could be done without hardships, and, there- 
fore, that the people who elected them knew 
that hardships would come, 

That left it mcumbent on his :supporters 
to tell President de Valera that they gave 
him no mandate to engage in a prolonged 
and ruifous economic war. Of course, 
President de Valera might say ‘that he did 
not wish. it, but, at the same time, all his 
actions led up to it, and while, withoat 
doubt, the British Government acted pre- 
cipitately, and without any real cause, in the 
action that they took the Irish people must 
realise that England was as independent as 
they are, and that if Ireland had the right 
to take action, she could not deny the right 
of another Government to take any action 
that they liked in their own interests, and 
that was the position now, a position 
described by Senator Farrell, of the Labour 
Party in the Dail, as being worse than the 
Black and Tan war, and it was likely to 
become worse. 


COUUNCILLORS’ RESOIUTION. 

Referring to a meeting of County Council- 
lors in Longford, where a resolution was 
passed on Saturday approving of the action 
of the Government, General MacEoin said 
that the County Councillors were supposed 
to represent the farmers cf the courty. If 
they were satisfied with the way things were 
goin , it left others with very little to say: 
ut he did not for a moment say that they 
represented the views of the farmers of the 
county. (A Voice—‘‘ They do not.’’) In 
view of that, the farmers should tell the 
Government in no unmistakable voice what 
they thought of the situation. 

‘We, as the Opposition, have pointed out 
to the Government the dangers likely to 
arise, and they took no steps to prevent 
these things happening, but they seem to go 
farther than anyone could anticipate; even 
the wildest of us during the last election 
would not say that the state of affairs now 
existing could come about und#® a Fianna 
Fail Administration.” 


OPPOSED TO ARBITRATION. 

He said that the Cumann na nGaedheal 
Government had had to deal with some 
situations during their ten years of office 
which were as serious as the present one, 
and they got no help from the Opposition, 
who, instead of criticising that Government 
face to face in the Dail, abused them at 
every cross-roads through the country. 

Notwithstanding that, he stated, we are 
prepared to help the present Administration 
on condition that they adopt reasonable and 
right methods. 

Personally, he added, I am opposed to 
arbitration, for the very definite reason that 
it could go against us, even in a good case, 
and you could get the rigour of the law in- 
stead of the equity of the law. I, therefore, 
— arbitration, and if my party pledge 
will allow it I will vote against it, because 
this Government and no other Government 
has the right to bind any future Government, 
and bind it definitely. The onus is on Fianna 
Fail to go into it and make their bargain. 
and to come home and tell the people about 
it, and not to be ashamed of it either. It is 
very poor sympathy for the people of this 
country when the President in College Green 
the other night stood up and called on them 
to pay their debts—their rents. rates and 
taxes—at a time when the market for the 
things that they had to sell is gone. 

A Voice—He didn’t say where the people 
are to get the money. 

General MacEoin—I don’t know where you 
are to get the money, but the order is on 
you to Pay all these calls, and that ig the 
situation that the Longford County Council, 
purporting to represent the farmers of the 
county, state that they are prepared to meet. 
That Council will soon get their walking- 
papers, (Laughter and applause.) 


SERIOUSLY THREATENED. 

Mr. M. P. Connolly, ex-T.D., said that the 
question for the country now was whether 
the Treaty was to be supported, and whether 
those who made the Treaty possible were to 
be supported, or were those who tried to 
make it impossible to be supported in their 
efforts to create a further impossible situa- 
tion, The whole prosperity of the country 
was seriously threatened by the very people 
who forced a civil war to smash the Treaty, 
and who to-day were in power because of it. 
and were forcing an economic war on the un- 
fortunate people of this conntry. 


RUIN AND FAMINE, 

A resolution was passed unanimoysly— 
“ That this meeting deplores the action of 
the Government in carrying on an economic 
war with England, which can only result 
in ruin and famine for all classes in this 
eountry. It is our opinion that the Saorstat 
Government by pursuing its present suicidal 

licy of destroying our only market is de- 
iberately putting an end to the farming, in- 
dustrial and other interests of the country, 
and that the consequent unemployment will 
be lamentable.

of the deceased man, who, he said, was about 
fifty-six years of “9 stated that about 10.20 
on Sanday night Morgan came to him and 
shouted to come down to see Johnuie, who 
was nearly dead in a field, having slipped and 
fallen on a stone. 

Witness went down and found his brother 
dead, in a sitting position, with his back to 
the hedge and his coat near a gate about 
twenty yards away. Sergeant G her was 
in charge when witness arrived, 

Sergeant Gallagher, Dromantee, stated that 
about 9.50 the accused man came to the 
barracks very excitedly and asked witness 
to hurry down to where Finnegan was, 
stating that they had had some words about 
a right-of-way, and that Finnegan took off 
his coat and followed him, and then fell and 
moaned. 

Witness found Finnegan lying cn his back, 
with the peak of his cap over his right eye, 
and hie head was on a stone, sticking out of 
a fence, and the back of his cap was between 
his head and the stone. 

Dr. H. J. Grant, of Newry, said that on 
a post-mortem examination a gutter-shaped 
fracture, about two and a half inches long, 
was found on the skull, and corresponding 
with the stone on which the head was found 
resting. The cause of death was fracture 
of the skull and shock and heart failure. 

The jury returned a verdict accordingly. 

Mr. J. H. Collms, M.P., who appeared for 
the accused man, said that on his instructions 
he was tendering no evidence at present. 

The Coroner, jury and police joined in the 
expression of sympathy; a message being also 
received from Father Donnellan, Crossmaglen. 
who had been in the’ Drumantee district for a 
long time. 

On being arrested by Detective-Inspector 
Parkinson, the accused man said :-—‘‘ I am in 
no way responsible for the death of John 
Finnegan.”’

Ti seventh annual Convention of the 


Irish National Foresters (Northern 

Ireland) Benefit Society was held in 
the Minor Town Hall, Newry, to-day, with 
Bro. Daniel McAnaw, Strabane, president, 
in the chair. 

In his opening address Mr McAnaw 
welcomed the various delegates to the 
historic town of Newry. e extended a 
cndial welcome to the representatives from 
Scotland, Bros. John McGovern, H.C.R., and 
James Boyle, general secretary. It was te 
first occasion, he said, upon which represen- 
tatives from across the Channel had come 
among them, and he thought it would be a 
great thing if those visits were reciprocated. 
A great strain had been placed upon them 
by the prevalence of unemployment through 
trade depression, but there was another and 
much greater strain imposed upon them by 
the laxity of medical certification. If the 
Government could not get a cure for that, 
how could they? 

Bro, James Loughrey, general secretary, 
Belfast, in his report, stated that only one 
new branch had been opened—the branch 
“John Martin,” Glen, County Down—which 
meant that they now had forty-six branches 
The membership, however, showed a slight 
decrease from that of the previous year, as 
did the accumulated funds and assets, which 
amounted to £44,822, as compared with 
£44,939 of the p -eding year. A slight de- 
crease a so had taken place in medical bene- 
fits paid by branches, while all benefits paid 
by the society were:—Sickness, £17,101; 
funerals, £5,294; medical, £10,101; distress, 
£2,272—making a grand total of £34,768. He 
concluded by stating that there is rs ample 
scope for the society's work throughout 
Northern Ireland.

At ro:n on 
Saturday Ibn Rifada and his followers were 
completely surrounded and attacked from all 
sides. The battle lasted until sundown, when 
the tattered remnant of the outlaw’s. force 
took to flight, hotly pursued by King Ibn 
Saud’s troops. Altogether the rebels had 
370 killed, including the two sons of Ibn 
Rifada, Faleh and Hammad; his lieutenant, 
Sheikh Soliman Abu Togaigo, and five of 
the latter’s brothers. 

Ibn Rifada himself was captured . and 
beheaded after the battle. 

Among the rebels killed was one believed 
to have been a member of the “herifian 
iamily.

Mr. Cecil Clendining gave an account of 
recent developments in the project for 

Galway a trans-Atlantic seaport. 
lendining is the chairman of the 
Irish Trans-Atlantic Corporation, a com- 
pany formed to promote the scheme. 

The full scheme, he pointed out, includes 
not only the provision of suitable docking 
accommodation for liners, but also the 
establishment of an airport, from which 
the mails could be quickly despatched to 
all the principal European centres. In 
connection with this a survey, made by 
Mr. Maxwell Ayrton, F.R.I.B.A., has been 
submitted to the Free State Government, 
the Canadian Government, and the British 
Air Ministry. 

In his report, Mr. Ayrton states that he 
finally selected a plateau, situated one and 
a half miles fron: Furbough, where it is 
proposed to construct the new harbour. 
This site, he says, strikes him as being 
suitable for an international airport, 
though a good deal of preliminary work 
would be necessary to make the ground fit 
for the purpose. About half a mile west- 
ward there is another suitable site, which 
could be used if an extensoin of the scheme 
were thought necessary. He also considered 
the possibility of using the existing aero- 
drome at Oranmore, but this, although 
ideal for the purpose, is too far from the 
proposed harbour to be suitable. 


AERODROME SITE, 


Mr. Ayrton adds that on his return to 
Dublin he had a consultation with Sir 
John: Purser Griffith, who thought that it 
might be possible to place the aerodrome 
almost alongside the docks. This site Mr. 
Ayrton had ruled out, on the grounds that 
the surface was covered with boulders, but 
Sir John pointed out that he had already 
planz-d to remove these and to use them 
in the construction of the breakwater, thus 
leaving the land ote ee gy level.

BERLIN, Monday. 


LTHOUGH Berlin presented a normal 
appearance to-day after the excite- 
ment ot the election, the atmosphere 1s 
one of expectancy, and speculation is rife 
as to what sort of combina’ion is likely 
to follow the party haggling that is bound 
to take place between now and August 
30th, when under the Constitution the 
new Reichstag must be convoke?. 

It can be forecast that there will be no 
startling developments, though between 
now and the end of the month lively 
ninds may blazon forth stories of restora- 
tion of the Monarchy and putsches by one 
or other of the reactionary parties. 

Possibly as a precaution against such 
possibilities, but what is more likely to be 
impatience at the prevalence of street 
murder and terrorism, which he is deter- 
mined to crush, Dr. Bracht gave Pruc-ia 
his last warning to-day. 

\ political truce had been decreed for 
ten days following the election, and Dr.

POLICE ARMED. 


The outrages at Koenigsberg are re- 
carded as so serious that the police have 
heen armed with carbines, but it is denied 
that a state of siege has been proclaimed. 

The police to-day occupied a Communist 
newspaper building and confiscated 
pamphlets that announced that the Nazis 
were planning to murder all Communist 
leaders. 

Further outbreaks. occurred this after- 
noon. Shop windows were smashed in 
several places. Jewish shopkeepers have 
been threatened by anonymous letters. 

Reinforced police are patrolling the 
streets in armoured cars, and already 
twenty arrests have been made in con- 
nection with the disorders. 

At Hamburg police were stoned and 
shot at while endeavouring to disperse a 
crowd. and one policeman was injured. 
The policeman returned the fire, and killed 
one person and wounded four others. 


BOMB OUTRAGES. 


In Brunswick a fight between rival 
parties resulted in one Nazt dying from 
the wounds he received. A bomb was 
thrown at the residence of the Socialist 
surgomaster, but did very little damage. 

In various smai] towns in Schieswig- 
Holstein outrages also occurred, the pro- 
edure in each case being the same, Hand 
crenades were thrown at houses belonging 
to Communists or at houses. frequented 
by Communists, but m no case was any 
serious damage done, and no one was 
injured. The aggressors, presumed to have 
been Nazis, escaped im motor cars.

TIME-SAVING POSSIBILITIES. 


Galway, he said, was only a little over 
three days by sea from Halifax, which they 
intended to make their principal American 
terminal, and the flying time between 
Halifax and New York was under five 
hours. Galway could be made an-inter- 
national airport for Europe, with services 
to Berlin, Moscow, Paris, Rome and other 
centres. 

As an instance of the time that could be 
saved by this means in .delivery .of 
American mails, he pointed out that 
Dublin is only 55 minutes by air from 
Galway, London 34 hours, Rome 13 hours, 
and Moscow 18 hours. These figures, he 
said, were based on present-day flying 
times, but he understood that the British 
Air Ministry were shortly licensing a new 
type of mail-carrying aeroplanes which 
would be about 50 miles an hour faster

DUNDALK, Monday. 
T= Great Northern Railway locomotive 
works at Dundalk, which normally 
employ almost seven hundred men, are 
idle to-day, following the refusal of tlie 
men to work, | 

The decision of the men is due to the 
notices issued last week by the Great 
Northern Company that, owing to the 
neceasity. Íor eílecting economies, one-third 
of the staff wonld be laid off each week 
until further advised. This meant the 
disemployment for one week in every 
three of all the men in the works. 

The men's unions protested against the 
notice, and asked for its withdrawal, 
pending a decision on the conference be- 
tween Mr. de Valera and the men. 
Colonel] Glover, locomotive superintendent 
at ])undalk, met the men’s representatives 
at Dundalk last week in conference, and 
advised them that the company regretted 
they were unable to withdraw the notices, 
and that no indication could be given as 
to the length of the short-time working. 
On Saturday night a deputation from the. 
men interviewed Mr, Frank Aiken, 
Minister for Defence, 

In the ordinary way, one-third of the 
men had been notified that as from this 
morning they were not to work. This was 
discussed at a mass meeting of the men 
held last night in St. Patrick’s Hall, 
when a resolution was unanimously passed 
deciding that all the men should refrain 
from work until the matter had been fur- 
ther considered by the directors. 


SERVICES MAINTAINED, 


In pursuance of that decision the men 
did not attend at work this morning. 
Pickets. were posted near the works. 
Tradesmen at the garage and on the per- 
manent way also did not start work. 
Engine drivers or “bus drivers are not yet 
affected, and the normal service was main- 
tained to-day. 

The day being a Bank Holiday some ol 
the higher railway officials at Dundalk 
were not on duty. A conference was held 
between the men’s representatives and 
some of the officials, and it is understood 
that further negotiations will be arranged. 

Locally, the belief is entertained that 
the stoppage of work will not be a lengthy 
one.

THE GERMAN ELEC. 
TIONS. 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
states:—The result of the German elec- 
tions is in accordance with the expecta- 
tions, and probably also with the hope, of 
the present German Government. No 
single party, no normal combination of 
parties has obtained a Mata in the 
new Reichstag. The majority which sup- 
ported -Dr. Briining has been destroyed, 
and no new combination has been created. 
Victory is being claimed by all, but goes 
to none who took part in the election. The 
only victor is the Government, which took 
no part in it. The result of the voting 1s 
a stalemate, which favours the Govern- 
ment by leaving its position undisturbed. 

If the fate of the von Papen Govern- 
ment had been linked to any party in the 
State, it could hardly have hoped to 
survive; but it introduced a novel 
stratagem into constitutional government 
by refraining from staking its fortune 
upon the result of a parliamentary elec- 
tion which it had itself ordered to be held. 
The order, it is true, was instigated by the 
National Socialist Party of Herr Hitler, 
which hoped to gain a clear majority, and 
which has emerged by far the most 
numerous party in the State. It has more 
than twice as many seats as it won at the

T HE motion standing in the name of Senator Counihan will prob- 

ably be discussed in the Senate to-morrow, after the conclusion 
of the report and final stages of the Control of Manufactures Bill.

with regard to the land annuities and other financial matters.

For this stage fourteen amendments are 
on the Order Paper, most of them in the 
names of Senator Douglas and Senator 
Staines. 

In connection with Section 1, Senator 
Douglas will move a new sub-section as 
follows — 


DEFINITION OF A RESIDENT, 


“ (ó) A person shall be deemed fos 
the purposes of this Act te be resi- 
dent in Saorstat Eireann if he has 
spent the greater portion of each year 
in Saorstat Eireann, or if he is resi- 
dent outside Saorstat Eireann in the 
employment of a person or corporate | 
body carrying on business in Saorstat | 
Eireann, or if he is resident outside | 
Saorstat Eireann in the service of the 
State.”’ 

In Section 2 the same Senator will move 
& new sub-section to the following effect: 

““(a) where the shares of a body 
corporate are registered in the name 
of a bank carrying on business in 
Saorstat Eireann, such shares shall be 
ceemed to be in the beneficial owner- 
ship of a national of Saorstat 
Eireann ; 

“ (b) where shares in a body cor- 
porate which is a public company are 
transferred to a person who is not a 
national of Saorstat Eireann, and as 
the result of such transfer the issued 
shares of such body corporate cease 
to be to an extent exceeding one-half 
thereof in the beneficial ownership of 
nationals of Saorstat Eireann, such 
hody corporate shall nevertheless be 
entitled to continue its business with- 
out holding a new manufacturer’s 
licence for a period of six months, cr 
such Jonger period as may be speci- 
fied by the Minister in writing.’’ 

Also a new sub-section as follows :— 


“ (5) Where a body corporate is 


charged with having committed an 
offence under this section, it shall be 
sufficient for such body corporate to 


prove that it has received statements 
in writing from the requisite number 
of its shareholders that they are 
nationals of Saorstat Eireann within 
the meaning of this Act, and no such 
body corporate shall be held respon- 
sible for any imaccurate information 
supplied by its shareholders.’’ 


MINISTER’S DISCRETION AS TO 
LICENCES. 


Section 5 (1) has already been amended 
in committee by the deletion of the words 
‘in his absolute discret).n,”’ and the 
insertion in lieu thereof of the words “in 
accordance with provisions contained in 
regulations made under this Act.” If the 
amendment offered by Senator Staiges on 
the report stage is carried, Seetion 6 (1) 
will read as follows:— : ee 

‘*5—(1) Whenever an application 

is made to the Hinister under: this 
Act for a new manufacture licence the 
Minister shall refer such application 
to the Tariff Commission for a report 
on the desirability or otherwise of 
granting such new ‘manufacture 
licence; and the powers, functions 
and duties of such Commission, as 
defined in the Tariff Commission Act. 
1926 (No. 40 of 1926), in regard 
thereto shall be the same as if 
such application were an application 
of the kind contemplated in Section 2 
of the said Act, except in so far as 
such powers, functions or duties may 
be modified or adapted -by regulations 
made under this Act. On the receipt 
and after consideration of such report 
the Minister may, in accordance with 
provisions contained in regulations 
made under this Act, either— 

(a) grant to the applicant a new 
manufacture licence to do all 
the things specified in such ap- 
plication ; or 

(b) grant to the applicant a new 
manufacture licence to do some 
or one ‘only of the things 
spetified in such application ; 
or 

(c) refuse to grant such licence. '
